This was the

prices 
which for a long time were in the 
doldrums. It also was the sharp­ 
est increase for any month since 
February 
1951. 
And 
it 
brought 
farm prices to, within 1H per cent 
of the level when the Eisenhower 
adminstration took over in 1953. 
At one stage, the level was down 
about IO per cent. 
The new farm price report came 
as farm leaders in Congress were 
pressuring 
President 
Eisenhower 
to sign a bill to freeze price props 
at not less than 1957 levels for a 
year.

F arm ers’ investm ent in t h e i r 
cooperative Farm Credit System 
pushed past the quarter of a bil­ 
lion dollar m ark during 1957. 
R. B. Tooted, governor of t h e 
F arm Credit Administration, which 
supervises the system , said t h i s 
week the total farm er investment 
is close to $251 million, a record 
high, representing an increase oI 
$25 million 
over the peered i n g 
year. 
Combined reserves and surplus­ 
es of the F arm Credit System , 
Tooted said, also increased by 
$25 million during the year to a 
total of $H12 million. 
F a rm e rs’ investm ents in the sys­ 
tem , from which they and their 
co-operatives had over $3 3 billion 
in outstanding credit at Ute close 
of 1957, are m ade in three ways. 
F arm ers own stock in their local 
national farm loan associations and 
production credit associations equal 
to at least 5 
per cent 
of their 
loans, while their m arketing, pur 
chasing and service cooperatives 
buy stock and receive patronage 
refunds in stock of the hanks for 
cooperatives, Mr. Tooted explain­ 
ed.

Milk Production 


Climbs Steadily 


Improvement Based 
On Dairy Test Records 


COLUMBUS—A half century of 
dairy herd improvement work in 
Ohio has seen milk and butterfat 
production per cow climb steadily, 
C. L. Blackman, Ohio State Uni­ 
versity extension dairy specialist, 
told Farm and Home Week visi­ 
tors 
The work Is destined to make 
further contributions to d a i r y 
cattle improvement in the future, 
Blackman said. 
The dairy specialist reviewed the 
history of DHIA work in the state, 
dating hack to the early 1900s In 
those early years, he recalled, a 
common argument for joining 
a 
cow testing association was that it 
would supply records necessary to 
“ feed, breed and weed” the dairy 
herd. 
“One of the vivid lessons which 
the records impressed on dairymen 
who had never kept records before, 
and few had. was that they could 
not tell by looking at a cow how 
much stir would produce,” Black­ 
man said. “ Often cows thought to 
be high producers proved to be low 
producers, while the cows thought 
to he low producers were among 
the hest. This lesson alone was 
enough to convince many dairymen 
thai it paid to keep records.”

The other forage crop insects 
tta t cause damage are the potato 
leafhopper, meadow s p i 1 1 1 eh ug 
Kaser clover leaf w'eevil, clover 
root borer and pea aphid. 
Ohio farm e.s are b a t t e n ing 
down the hatches for the largest 
horde of spittlebugs ever encoun 
trred in the state. Heavy f a l l i 
populations give the clue to the 
heavy infestation expected t h i s 
spring. Weaver says. 
Northeast, central and southwest 
central Ohio had the largest num­ 
bers of this post last year. Number 
of bugs per stem ran from I to 7, 
Weaver reports. Last year t h e 
estimated loss from first cutting 
alfalfa and red clover was 7 per 
cent, or $5,400,000

BIGGEST TOLL of profits w a s 
taken by the leafhopper, however. 
It damaged second cutting alfalfa 
•everely. Tile hoppers built up their

forms The acute form may cause 
mysterious, sudden deaths. 
But the greatest economic loss to 
the swine raiser usually

from the mild and chronic forms 
which stunt the growth of pigs and 
cause timhriftincss. Symptoms of 
this latter type may include high 
fever, poor appetite, listless n e s s , 
stiff gait, distinctive skin lesions 
and enlarge joints,

Numerous people think these words mean 
the sam e things, but they don’t. 
In drafting our great Constitution, t h e 
broad - minded men known as our Found­ 
ing Fathers intended this nation to be a 
Republic — not a Democracy. 
As a matter of fact they set up safe­ 
guards to prevent this nation from drift­ 
ing into a pure Democracy. 
For a century and a half we followed the 
rules laid down by the Founding Fathers. 
We functioned as a Republic and w i t h 
great benefit to our people. 
Then came New Deals, Fair Deals, 
Screwy Deals and we began to abandon 
some of those rules — we are now in the 
process of slipping from a Republic to a 
Democracy. We must retrace the f a l s e 


steps we have taken or suffer grave dan­ 
gers in the future, according to the real 
scholars of history. 
William Graham Sumner (1840 - 1910), 
one time professor of Political and Social 
Science at Yale University, had much to 
say during his lifetime about “Democra­ 
c y .” Here follows just one paragraph of 
his utterances, and with that the prosecu­ 
tion of “Democracy” rests: 
“Democracy is the power of numbers. 
It assum es that numbers have a right in 
the nature of things to rule. Of course, 
that is entirely untrue. There is nobody, 
who, in the nature of things ought to rule. 
The doctrine that the ‘voice of the people 
is the voice of God’ is just as unreason­ 
able many times as the doctrine that the 
voice of the autocrat is the voice of God. 
No one has a complete right to rule. It is 
all a question of expediency to get our 
affairs carried on satisfactorily.” 


Is W orld Outlook Hopeless? 


Ix>rd Bertrand Russell, prag­ 
matist, has written an amazing 
letter to Alfred Kohlberg, from 
which I quote the following: 
. If ii can be secured that 
only U. S. and U S S R. have nu 
clear weapons, I favour negotia­ 
tions between them for abolition 
of nuclear weapon* by both sides. 
I do hold, however, that, if ail 
negotiations prove futile and no 
alternatives remain except Com­ 
munist domination or extinction 
of the human race, the former 
alternative is the lesser of two 
evils. . ." 
This is the most blunt state­ 
ment of the pessimists I have 
yet seen For them the battle for 
human freedom is finished; we 
must succumb to the conqueror 
or be destroyed. 
This view permits the pogrom 
of Hungary, the torture of Po­ 
land, the betrayal of China to be- 
c o m e acceptable. From t h i s 
standpoint, it can logically be ar­ 
gued that what Hitler did w a s 
wrong because Hitler possessed 
no nuclear weapons, but that if 
Khrushchev does exactly w h a t 
Hitler did, it is right because 
Khrushchev does possess nuclear 
weapons. 
It may also be argued that un­ 
less the United States accepts So­ 
viet dictatorship, there may be 
a n u c l e a r war; therefore the 
United Stales should accept Rus­ 
sian dictatorship. 
In fact, if Lord Russell's logic 
he pursued, even halfway, Great 
Britain should at this moment in­ 
vite Gromyko to formulate t h e 
British foreign policy. 
The situation is not so hopeless 
or the Russians would not be so 
pressing for a summit confer­ 
ence. Obviously, we do not care 
whether such a conference takes 
place or not. 
Actually, .the United S t a t e s 
would prefer that it should not 
take place for some time. The 
question must be asked, why does 
Soviet Russia need such a con­ 
ference? Of w h a I use is it to

Ohio UPI — Ohio’s 
Supreme Court has tightened se­ 
curity but deputies have little hope 
of preventing surreptitious picture 
taking. , 
For one thing, they don’t know 
what the camera looks like that 
was used to tike forbidden snap 
shots of the March 4 court session, 
later published in Cleveland 
For another, deputies feel it will 
be difficult to keep strict watch 
on even the few visitors to the 
state’s highest court without miss­ 
ing calls from the bench. The sev­ 
en judges often want law books, a 
refill cf ever-present water tum­ 
blers and other errands. 
Judges and their officers appear 
convinced that 
another 
attempt 
will be made to take pictures of 
sessions despite a newly fortified 
ban that virtually assures a fine 
or imprisonment, possibly both. 
Marshal Ray Jones and his dep­ 
uties, 
Albert 
Will 
and 
Edward 
Tass, said they have been alerted 
anew to catch pictures takers it 
possible. Jones said cameramen 
caught violating the picture ban 
would land in Franklin County Jail 
to face contempt of court citations. 
Asked if future picture taking of 
court sessions would bring a cita­ 
tion. Chief Justice Carl V. Wey- 
gandt said: “That is the only thing 
we could do.” 
Instead of issuing a citation for 
the March 4 incident, the court 
aaopted Rule 29 to implement its 
canons of judicial ethics. 
Canon 35 said photographs and 
radio or television broadcasts of 
court sessions “should not be per­ 
mitted.” 
To make the canon clear, even 
to those who "choose to disregard 
it,” the court adopted Rule 29 that 
reads; 
“The photographing of a session 
of a court of this state or the 
broadcasting or televising of such 
sessions is prohibited, and any 
violation of this rule shall be con­ 
sidered a contempt of that court 
and punishable as such.” 
Weygandt said the rule applies 
to all courts of record in the stale. 
It is up to the individual judges 
whether to cite violators for con­ 
tempt. he added. 
Some 
judges, 
who have been allowing photo­ 
graphs that do not disturb court 
proceedings, may be reluctant to 
permit them in the face of Rule 
29. 
The chief justice explained that 
picture taking allowed in violation 


of Canon 35 and Rule 29 might I 
jeopardize a case and open the 
way for the losing party to call 
for a reversal. 
He said “any citizen” could pre | 
fer a contempt citation for viola­ 
tion for violation of the picture 
ban if a judge failed to act. Such 
citations, he added, more likely 
would be brought by bar associa­ 
tions which have opposed any fur­ 
ther relaxation of Canon 35. 
Weygandt explained that there 
ara different kinds of contempt 
Contempt of court for failure to 
pay alimony, for example, carries 
a maximum fine of $500 and IO 


days in jail. 
But contempt in the presence of 
a court, such as picture taking, 
carries no limit to the amount of 
fhie or the length of imprisonment 
that judges can impose. 
Ohio court rules do not ban 
photographs before or after court 
sessions or during recesses.

Hitchracks Vanished 25 Years Ago 


A Complete Monumental Service 


Awaits Your Request 


Every Grave Should Be Marked 


LAST HITCH RACK— For years after all similar conveniences In the uptown area had been torn 
away, this metal hltchrack was left on the west tide of the Courthouse lawn, from opposite the steps 
to the Market St. sidewalk. The rack was removed tome 25 years ago.

It ’.as been 25 years since the 
last hitchracks for horses were re­ 
moved from the streets of Washing­ 
ton C. H. 
The last racks, made of tubular 
Iron. were along Main St. from op­ 
posite the west steps of the court­ 
house to the Market St. sidewalk. 
This string of hitchracks was 
allowed to remain years after all 
other racks were removed, in 
order to accommodate the rapid­ 
ly dwindling number of horses 
attached to buggies, carriages 
and farm wagons. 
Sensing the old racks were doom­ 
ed. I took the accompanying pic­ 
ture showing the last rack with a 
bo/se hitched to it. 
Apparently the owner of the horse 
really loved horses, for the animal 
is covered with a blanket, which 
was customary on the part of hu­ 
mane horse owners to protect ani­ 
mals from the cold. 
. . . 
THE OTHER PICTURE, show 
Ing the Courthouse with several 
horses hitched to the rack, w a s 
taken in 1905. 
At that time the iron fence was 
still along part of the west lawn 
of the C ourthouse. 
A huckster wagon, or one very 
Similar, is parked at the curb, with 
two horses hitched to the rack. 
Four “top buggies” are also shown 
In the picture. 
One of the last iron rail hitch­ 
racks removed was on Main St. in 
front of the old Music Hall Block, 
and two of the iron posts which 
supported the “ rail” are still in 
the sidewalk.

and split rails attached securely 
to the posts. 
Later the racks were made of 
sawed timber, and were more pre­ 
sentable. 
It was not unusual for a “ stump 
sucker” horse—one that habitually 
gnawed wood when hitched to a 
rack, to almost eat one of the rails 
through it left hitched to the rack 
several hours. 
Where the front feet of the horses 
stood in the street, sizeable holes 
w'ere trampled into the ground as 
the horses endeavored to get rid of 
flies by stamping their feet. 
The presence of so many horses 
in the streets always provided 
work for the “ whitewings” or 
street cleaners, who used large 
brooms or brushes, “scoop” shov­ 
els and a large metal container 
on wheels to keep the streets 
clean. 
Occasionally some f r a c t i ous 
horse, or two Ill tempered horses 
would start fighting, break l o o s e 
from the hitch racks and s ta r t 
running wildly down the street. Us­ 
ually the hitch strap gave way be­ 
fore the hitehrack broke, but I have 
seen rearing 
horses back 
away 
from the curb dragging a sizeable 
section of the wooden racks. 
Usually someone caught the an­ 
imals before 
they succeeded 
in 
getting very far as they started 
dragging the broken rack 
• 
« 
* 
USUALLY there was no orderly 
hitching of the horses to the racks, 
and as a result much space went 
to waste when one horse and bug­ 
gy was at the rack at one angle 
and another at another angle. 
Turning about in the street and 
hitching at a rack at whatever an­ 
gle they drove up was a common 
occupance. 
Sometimes when a horse was left 
many hours without a blanket, and 
the weather was severe, the Mar­ 
shal (it was not police chief in 
those days)'or one of the other of­ 
ficers would remove the horse and 
rig to a livery barn where the own­ 
er had to pay the cost and fre­ 
quently paid a fine. 
I once saw a horse which ap­ 
parently had been standing at the 
hitehrack on Coart St. for eight 
or lh hours, lying down f r o m 
sheer exhaustion and hunger. 
A good horseman never hitched 
his horse fo one of the racks with­ 
out unreining it, or at least easing 
the rein so the horse could hold its 
head normally. Note the h o r s e 
parked at the rack in the accom­ 
panying picture—the rein had been 
i loosened so the animal could stand 
! normally. 
In most instances business firms 


erected the hitchracks In front of 
their places of business, for even 
in those days the fact was recog­ 
nized that parking near a place of 
business was important. 
A half century ago practically all 
of the business district was lined 
with hitchracks, chiefly made of 
wood.
